The Jkiurd of Aldermen has held

On 
Monday evening the board met lo con- 
sider the bills lu place of the old fi- 
nance committee, on Tuesday evening 
Hie regular monthly session was held, 
and on Thursday evening the city pay 
rolls were presented for approval.

Parker, was uurued lo dealb al her 
home on Elm street last Sal unlay even- 
ing, her clothes taking lire from some 
unexplained cause. AH there wan no 
one lu the house wilh her al Ihe time 
of the fatality but her seven-year old 
§on, who was in another room, there 
will probably never be an accurate ex- 
planation of the tragedy. 


Saturday evening Mr. Parker went 


out leaving his wife and small sou at 
home alone. The boy went to bed and 
a III Me after S o'clock be heard bis 
ruolher screaming. He rushed into the 
kitchen and nays that hla mother was 
then Hilling hi a cliuir wilh her clolh- 
Jug all ou tire. Running out Into the 
slreet he called for help and when 
nelghbots hurried into the house they 
found Mrs. Parker ou Ihe bed wilh her 
clothing nearly all burned off. They 
hastily extinguished Ihe flame* bul tbe 
woman died almost Immediately, be- 
ing terribly burned. A stilt alarm was 
ruzigin and the chemical engine re- 
sponded but found nothing to do but 
make sure that the iiie in Ihe bed was 
extinguished. 


Mr. Parker was notified of the accl- 


deut aud hurried to bis home, where 
friends had gathered lo ex press Ihelr 
sympathy. He could express uu opin- 
ion of the cause of the accident as there 
was no fire iu tlie stove aud tbe one gas 
jet that was lighted did not seem to 
oUer any panicular danger. 


Mrs. Parker was in her thirly-ninlh 


year, and bud a hoet of frieuds. Her 
hnabaud bus been for many years em- 
ployed al the Old Colony chops as a 
machinist and m a member of the Rep- 
resentative Council.

Knives, njt matter Low carefully 


sharpened, are little saws. The grind-

ing 11 way tiny hit:i of stec! by the grit 
of tbe stone. This tearing uiakes the 
teeth. A line stone makes line leetb, u 
coarse stono coarse teeth.. A carving 
knife n.<uil on meat is sharpened on a 
coarse stoae or a steel aud bus coarse 
teeth, although its edge Is thick. Us 
action in parting the meat Is more that 
of a saw than a tine wedge. No matter 
ho\v soil It may he It will not cut 
easily unless it is drawn over the meat 
aud not simply pressed down. A razor, 
however, with Its paperlike edge, will 
cut Into flesh with a simple pressure. 
It is a wedge dividing tbe fibers of 
tlesh Just as a wedge of Iron divides 
the fibers of" the log It splits.

razor Is a saw, too, only as It Is ground 
on the finest stones and later finished 
with a leather strap, its teeth are very 
fine Indeed—hundreds and hundreds to 
Uio inch of blade.-C. II.

So I was, like 
Alain Cbartier, publicly kissed, but be 
was asleep, while I was wide awake."

Pronunciation of "Theatre." 


If "theatre" was originally written 


"theater" In English, has Its prpuuucl- 
atlon also varied among the orthodox-- 
that Is to say, was there ever a time 
when correct sireakers aald "theayter," 
as many of the Incorrect still do!

For that sort of a 
valuation it is quite complete, liut (he 
railroads fear that if Ibere i» an actual 
"physical valuation" nf Ibe roads, It 
will show them to be so"largely over- 
capitalized that a large purl of their 
utoctsaud bunds will become value- 
less, in other words have the waler 
squeezed out of them. It Is almost 
laughable, at the same time serious to 
see bow the railroad managers are 
scurring from one position to another, 
ratified witn the things that are but 
always fearful Ihat something worse la 
going tu happeu. This fear appears to 
increase an the governnient gets nearer 
to the meal of the question, namely 
the real values ou which Ilie paper val- 
ues of the mads are baaed.
